While playing around with it, I found a slight bug in Version 1.3. If you 
enter a number of turns in the block for T50-6 on the right side of the 
screen and hit enter, the number changes to something different. Diz has 
already corrected this--he said he found a syntax error--although the 
updated version is not on the download site yet. (There is a note telling 
about the bug, though.) The next version, V1.4, will probably have an 
attenuator calculator in it as well. (Entering a number of turns works 
properly on all other blocks on the right side.) 


If you enter an inductance value on the left side of the screen, you can 
trust the numbers that pop up in the T50-6 block on the right. It's only 
when you enter a number of turns into that one block on the right that the 
problem arises. (You can enter a number of turns for any core on the right 
Side and hit enter, and it will calculate the equivalent number of turns and 
wire length for all other cores. It works properly for all of them except 
T50-6.)

You can download either toroids.zip Version 1.3, which includes the 
necessary Windows DLL runtime code, or if you think your computer already 


has the proper DLL on it you can get by with a quicker download by getting 
both toroids.exe Version 1.3 and "Parameter file included in the Zip." (I 
have Windows 98 Second Edition and it has the proper DLL. I don't know about 
others.) 


Many years ago I published some charts that I made up in the QRP Quarterly. 
They gave the numbers of turns vs inductance for a number of popular cores 
used by QRPers. It was handy, but the W8DIZ program is much better!

is in the input signal. At what point do you separate the 
amplifier circuit from it driver stages? The engineering 
community have decided to create new classes of amplifiers based 
on a different criteria than the ones use to classify the A-C 
amplifiers, so if we are going to be understood clearly by others

I should have thought about my earlier response to this, as I realized 
late yesterday that the distinct difference between Classes B/C and Classes 
E/F is that the latter includes the idler tanks between the output device 
and the output tank. Without the idlers, the increased efficiency of the 
E/F amplifiers is not attainable, and we simply have an overdriven Class B/C 
amplifier. 


In the Class F amplifiers, the third order idler is a parallel tuned 
tank that causes the output device to see an open at the third harmonic in 
the same phase relationship as the fundamental. When this occurs, the peak 
(90 degree) signal voltage at the output device is decreased, allowing the 
device to deliver more power at the fundamental to the load. A fifth order 
idler does the same thing for the fifth harmonic. It actually raises the 
signal 90 degree voltage slightly, but reduces the signal voltage at 
about -30 and +30 degrees from the 90 degree point, allowing the output 
device to deliver another 5% or so more power at the fundamental to the 
load. All of these tank networks are actually performing a Fourier 
reconstruction of a squarewave voltage, where the output device sees the 
load at the fundamental and an open at the harmonics. 


In my Class F output circuits, the DC blocking capacitor becomes part of 
the output network design, and is selected in such a way as to short any 
even order harmonics to ground (second harmonics for a third order network, 
second and fourth harmonics for a fifth order network). In most cases, this 
lets the output device deliever another 2% fundamental power. Not much of 
an amprovement, but it costs nothing to change that part from a 0.1uF 
blocking capacitor to a (whatever)pF fixed tuning capacitor. With this 
approach, I can design Class F amplifiers with over 95% peak power 
efficiency that have 5-10% bandwidth at the 80% points. 


Using a power device with a higher breakdown voltage lets you use less 
"on" current. In general, devices using less current will have a lower 
saturation voltage, which in turn will let the device operate more 
efficienctly as a switching amplifier. Advanced Power Technology (APT) 
makes a number of high voltage MOSFET devices that work well as HF switching 
amplifiers and which are reasonably priced. For VHF applications, PolyFET 
makes a number of devices that work well in Class F, but they are fairly 
expensive. 


Operating the device as Class B allows us to use less drive power, and 
for some QRP applications we can drive the output device with nothing more 


demanding than a mildly buffered square wave.

I had the same trouble on the SWL list when I had to change my ISP with 
very little notice back in November, and the only solution was to send an 
open letter to the moderator on the list. He went ballistic and threatened 
to have me removed permanently from the entire QTH system. A couple of 
other members of that list sent me the instructions I needed to take care of 
it. 

One thing I've noticed is that your email is in a format other than 
simple plain text, and if so that would explain the trouble you're having. 
Check your settings and make sure that you sending plain text. And in case 
you don't have them, here are the instructions for unsubscribing:

>E/F is that the latter includes the idler tanks between the output device 
>and the output tank. Without the idlers, the increased efficiency of the

> In the Class F amplifiers, the third order idler is a parallel tuned

I should have thought about my earlier response to this, as I realized 
>late yesterday that the distinct difference between Classes B/C and Classes 
>E/F is that the latter includes the idler tanks between the output device 
>and the output tank. Without the idlers, the increased efficiency of the 
>E/F amplifiers is not attainable, and we simply have an overdriven Class B/C 


>amplifier.

> In the Class F amplifiers, the third order idler is a parallel tuned 


>tank that causes the output device to see an open at the third harmonic in 
>the same phase relationship as the fundamental. When this occurs, the peak

>amplifiers and which are reasonably priced. For VHF applications, PolyFET 
>makes a number of devices that work well in Class F, but they are fairly

>for some QRP applications we can drive the output device with nothing more

While waiting for one of Santa'a elves last night I finished a small 
regulator board for my Harbor Freight 5 watt solar panel so as to be able 
to run a RockMite without batteries. 


I used a LM340T-12, 1 uF across the output and 0.1 uF across the input. 
The board has spade lugs soldered onto it so it mounts directly to a 
terminal strip afixed on the back of the panel. 


To get the terminal voltage up a tad from the nominal 12 V, I put a red 
LED in series with the common lead to ground. The quiescent current of a 
few mA through the LED just lights it up. The output voltage now hovers 

around 13.8 V and the LED provides a nice indicator lamp to let me know 

when the Sun is shining :%)) 


Today we finally got some sunshine so I could test. In full sun I can 
draw the 175 mA needed by the RockMite from the panel without having the 
regulator drop out. In less than full sun the output sags some, but, 
Since the RM will run at less than 12 V, I can tolerate the odd wispy 
cirrus cloud passing by. 


So listen for a solar RockMite on 30 during the next few days.
